New Delhi , the 26th October, 1905 

S.O. 3403.—In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 126U the Defence 
of India Ru’es, 1962, the Central Government, being of the opinion that it is 
necessary and expedient in the public interest so to do, hereby exempts every 
person tendenng gold on or alter the 27th October, 1965, at— 

(i) the offices of the Reserve Bank of India at Bangalore, Bombay. Calcutta, 

Madras, Nagpur and New Delhi, 

(ii) the branches of the subsidiary banks of the State Bank of India 

conducting Government treasury business, and 

(iii) the branches of the State Bank of India at other places in India, 

as subscription for the issue of the National Defence Gold Bond, U'80, from the 
operation of all the provisions of Part XII A (relating to Gold Control) of the 
said Rules, in respect of such gold
